Wedgwood (Staffordshire, England, 1759-present). Mercury, 19th century, stoneware (black basalt). Collection of Lindsay Grigsby 


Mercury. This bust of Mercury, the god of commerce in Roman mythology, is one of the 
most popular sculptures made at the Wedgwood factory. It is attributed to John Flaxman, 
Jr. (1755-1826), a talented modeler who worked for Wedgwood. Mercury is currently on 
view in Classic Black: The Basalt Sculpture of Wedgwood and His Contemporaries, at 
Mint Museum Randolph.
